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£340k fines for 

parents puts 
county at top

SUFFOLK is the most prolific county 
in the country for issuing fines to par¬ 
ents when their children don’t attend 
school. 

According to figures released in re¬ 
sponse to a Freedom of Information 
request from lawyers Simpson Millar, 
the county issued 5,668 fines during 
the 2015/16 school year. 

The fines add up to a whopping 
£340,080 - although they were not all 
paid, as 709 of them were withdrawn 
after being issued. 

The second most prolific county 
was Lancashire, which issued 5,654 
fines, but didn’t withdraw any of them. 

In comparison, Cambridgeshire 
issued just 748 fines, adding up to 
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£44,880. 

The number of fines issued by Suf¬ 
folk is around the same as the 5,691 
issued by the 27 least prolific counties 
combined. 

A spokesperson for Suffolk County 
Council said that the reason for the 
rise in the number of fines being is¬ 
sued was that schools had told them 
the warning letters they previously is¬ 
sued were not effective. 

They said the fines had resulted in 
a fall in the number of pupils classed 
as persistently absent - meaning they 
have missed 15 per cent of school ses¬ 
sions. 

This number fell from 4,702 in 


2011/12 to 2,733 over the last school 
year. This is a drop from 5.58 per cent 
to 3.21 per cent. 

The spokesperson said: “We sup¬ 
port schools in reporting unauthor¬ 
ised absences and these figures reflect 
that attendance is being enforced in 
Suffolk.” 

She said that the decision to issue 
a fixed penalty notice lay with the 
school and not the local authority. 

She continued: “Any money from 
fines collected is ring-fenced and re¬ 
invested into preventing non-attend¬ 
ance. The county attendance team 
look at the underlying issues for the 
reasons for lateness or non-attend¬ 
ance and will, where notified by the 
school that there is an issue, work with 
the school to provide help and sup¬ 
port to the family to get the child into 
school on time.”

On the basis of this they 
were able to arrest a 61 -year- 
old man on suspicion of 


supplying illegal tobacco. 

Trading Standards are now 
working with another agency 
to investigate the matter 
further. 

Illegal tobacco can contain 
harmful substances such 
as wood chippings and rat 
poison. 


New bid to end 
lorry problem 


JOINT efforts are being 
made to find a solution to 
the problem of hundreds of 
lorries coming into Haver¬ 
hill. 

A meeting called by the 
town’s Chamber of Com¬ 
merce was attended by two 
Local Enterprise Partner¬ 
ships (LEPs), councillors 
and managers from three 
tiers of local government 
and West Suffolk MP Mat¬ 
thew Hancock. It was held at 
Culina in Iceni Way. 

It is estimated that 500 lor¬ 
ries come into the town eve¬ 
ry day, and the chamber says 
that without a lorry park, 
the volume of traffic causes 
problems for residents. 

John Mayhew, of the 
Haverhill Chamber, said: 
“Residents have already 
complained about lorries 
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parking up in residential 
streets, where there are no 
facilities for the drivers. 
There is the nuisance of 
noise and litter. Many of the 
lorries coming to the town 
have travelled from Europe 
and therefore planned ar¬ 
rival at logistics companies 
based in Haverhill can be 
difficult to estimate. The re¬ 
sult is they have to park up 
and there are simply no fa¬ 
cilities. 

“The town is scheduled 
to grow further with more 
homes and businesses due 
to be built here. We need to 
develop a plan and then de¬ 
liver it for the benefit of lo¬ 
cal haulage companies, lorry 


drivers, other businesses 
and the wider Haverhill 
community. 

“At this stage, we are look¬ 
ing for solutions both close 
to Haverhill and further 
afield as well.” 

Suffolk County Council is 
set to conduct a major traf¬ 
fic survey in Haverhill before 
the end of the year. 

Participants at the meet¬ 
ing agreed that they would 
use the data collected using 
automatic numberplate rec¬ 
ognition (ANPR) technology 
to decide how to push the 
lorry park project forward. 

Mr Mayhew said: “It was 
great that so many organisa¬ 
tions recognised the impor¬ 
tance of the issue and spent 
time discussing ideas and 
options together to find a 
solution that works for all.”

PARKING 

Hopes for 
football 
car park 

WORK is being done to tackle 
the problem of motorists parking 
on verges and pavements near a 
sports ground. 

The problem at the New Croft 
in Haverhill's Chalkstone Way 
came to light after a match 
between the town's two teams, 
Haverhill Rovers and Haverhill 
Borough, last month. Councillors 
said that 200 cars were parked on 
pavements and verges. 

Town councillors John Burns 
and Tony Brown, and town 
clerk Colin Poole, met with 
representatives from Haverhill 
Community Sports Association 
(HCSA), which runs the New 
Croft, and representatives from 
borough and county councils, to 
discuss the problem. 

Cllrs Brown and Burns provided 
feedback from the meeting to a 
town council meeting on Tuesday. 

They said that stakeholders 
agreed that the best solution was 
to extend the New Croft's current 
car park into a derelict former 
substation site next to the sports 
ground. 

Cllr Brown said: "We really 
need a long-term solution around 
using that substation site. There's 
room for potentially dozens of 
cars." 

He said HCSA was also looking 
at short-term solutions. 


CRIME 

Decoder may be 
used by thieves 


POLICE think thieves may be 
using a decoding device to 
remotely unlock vans - after 
more than £15,000 worth of 
tools were stolen in Haver¬ 
hill. 

A spate of thefts from vans 
in the town between October 
11 and 15, follows four in¬ 
cidents in a single night be¬ 
tween October 4 and 5. 

Police are linking the in¬ 
cidents and say thieves may 
have used a decoding device. 

This allows them not only 
to unlock the vans without 
any sign of damage to the ve¬ 
hicle, but also to disable the 
vehicles’ built-in alarms and 
immobilisers. 

In one incident in Haver¬ 
hill’s Shetland Road on Oc¬ 
tober 15, two men were seen 
to somehow remotely unlock 
a Ford Transit before remov¬ 
ing tools from inside. 

They took £900 worth of 
equipment. 

In an incident at 2.25am 
on October 15, several men 
were seen trying the door of 
a Ford Transit in Hales Barn 
Road, before making off after 
being disturbed. 

Overnight between Octo- 
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ber 11 and 12, thieves tar¬ 
geted vans in Ickleton Place, 
Arrendene Road and Abbotts 
Road. They took tools worth 
£1,720, £300 and £1,275 
from the three vehicles. 

Between October 12 and 
13, vans in Horsham Close, 
Calford Drive and Langham 
Way were targeted. In these 
instances, tools worth £500, 
£860 and £2,000 were taken. 

Overnight between Octo¬ 
ber 14 and 15, vans in Ar¬ 
rendene Road and Constable 
Road had tools worth £540 
and £2,600 stolen. 

The silver Ford Transit 
targeted in Langham Way 
showed signs of having its 
door forced open with a 
crowbar. All of the others 
had been left secure by their 
owners and showed no signs 
of a forced entry. 

The thefts follow four 
that took place overnight 
between October 4 and 5 
in Crowland Road, Green¬ 
wood Close, Templars Court 
and Squires Court. Almost 


£5,000 worth of tools were 
stolen then. 

Police say it is important 
for van drivers to lock their 
vehicles and set the alarm 
and immobiliser, but they 
are urging further action to 
protect vehicles from decod¬ 
ing devices. 

Measures include remov¬ 
ing tools or installing secure 
storage within the vehicle, as 
well as parking in a secure 
compound or with the doors 
up against a wall. 

You can also find out about 
installing aftermarket locks 
and alarms at thatchams.org, 
and find out about register¬ 
ing your tools at immobilise, 
com. 

Police also suggest install¬ 
ing CCTV that sends a notifi¬ 
cation when activated. 

Police urged anyone of¬ 
fered tools in suspicious cir¬ 
cumstances to contact them 
on 101, or call Crimestop- 
pers on 0800 555 111.

Bereaved mother hits 
£1.5k fundraising target 
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A MUM whose premature baby 
daughter died has raised £1,500 to 
buy a “cuddle cot” for a maternity 
hospital. 

The cot keeps cool the body of a 
baby who has died so that parents 
can stay with it for longer. 

Nothing like it was available 
when Sarah Kirkby lost her daugh¬ 
ter, Jennifer, 25 years ago. 

Jennifer was born at 26 weeks 
and survived for just seven days 
at The Rosie maternity hospital in 
Cambridge. 

Sarah, who moved from Haver¬ 
hill to Great Abington three years 
ago, has spent the last three 
months tirelessly fundraising for 
the cuddle cot. 

She began fundraising for the 
Addenbrooke’s Charitable Trust 
(ACT) - which helps The Rosie - 
four years ago after she was struck 
down with a chronic pain condi¬ 
tion, but this is the biggest fund¬ 
raising drive she has undertaken. 

She has been battling her con¬ 
dition, known as fibromyalgia, 
to run a stall at Haverhill’s Sum¬ 


mer Bash, an online auction and 
.a raffle, as well as selling her own 
woodwork online. 

“I was doing it morning, even¬ 
ing and night,” she said. “I was 
meeting people in Haverhill, I 
went on the radio to advertise. 

“How many hours I dread to 
think -1 was at it non-stop!” 

Her friend Edmond Lyons- 
Davies helped out by undergoing 
a sponsored leg wax. 

Now Sarah has raised all the 
cash for the cuddle cot, as well 
as £60 for a plaque dedicated to 
Jennifer. She has handed over the 
money to ACT and the charity has 
ordered the cuddle cot. 

“It’s satisfying to know that [be¬ 
reaved parents] can have the ex¬ 
tra time that obviously I couldn’t 
have,” she said. “It’s nice to know 
that should someone have to go 
through what I did, they have got 
the extra time and support.”

HOUSING 

‘We’re tackling 
town problem’ 


PUBLIC organisations are 
working to tackle problems 
at multiple-occupancy 
houses in Haverhill. 

Last week, the News re¬ 
ported residents’ fears for 
their own safety living near 
homes where people have 
drug and alcohol abuse 
problems. 

At a meeting with Suffolk’s 
Chief Constable and Police 
and Crime Commissioner, 
one resident described how 
four of her neighbours were 
seeking home exchanges 
because of the problem. 
One councillor likened the 
problem to the Wild West. 

But this week agencies 
said they are working to 
tackle the problem. 

St Edmundsbury Borough 
Council has responsibility 
for licensing houses of mul¬ 
tiple occupancy (HMOs). 

A spokesman said: “We 
have an inspection pro¬ 
gramme to check for HMOs 
across West Suffolk, and to 
check that they are main¬ 
tained up to living stand-

ards. In terms of tackling 
criminal activity such as 
drug dealing and anti-social 
behaviour, we will continue 
to work with the police and 
our local ward members to 
try to address this issue.” 

Meanwhile, community 
partnership ONE Haverhill 
has been talking to a land¬ 
lord of some of these houses 
as part of its work to tackle 
anti-social behaviour in the 
town. 

Chairman of ONE Haver¬ 
hill, John Mayhew, said: 
“The more I have looked 
at this the more I think this 
is exactly the kind of area 
where the stakeholders in 
ONE Haverhill could be 
making a valid contribu¬ 
tion.” 

The group’s anti-social be¬ 
haviour task group includes 
the town’s police inspector 
Danny Cooper, as well as 
Henry Wilson, of poverty re¬ 


duction charity REACH. 

At the group’s last board 
meeting in September Insp 
Cooper spoke about how 
the group had met with a 
landlord to discuss the is¬ 
sue. 

Mr Mayhew said he 
hoped ONE Haverhill would 
be able to put together a 
firm plan of action for how 
to tackle the issue after its 
December board meeting. 

He said: “It does seem to 
me that landlords are the 
crucial cog in the wheel in 
all of this, and somehow if 
you are going to make an 
impression on HMOs you 
have got to engage with the 
landlords and the people 
who represent them.” 

There are HMOs in Haver¬ 
hill that provide support 
to their residents, such as 
the houses operated by the 
Cambridge Pringle Group. 

Its houses are regularly 
maintained and inspected 
and residents have one-to- 
one meetings with welfare 
advisors.

People rattled by 
noisy problem 


RESIDENTS have been 
plagued by a sunken drain 
with a loud, rattling cover 
for three months - as the 
council couldn’t find out 
who was responsible for it. 

Businesses near the drain, 
which is on the driveway 
to the car park behind the 
Corn Exchange in Haver¬ 
hill’s Withersfield Road, say 
that it causes problems for 
residents, motorists and pe¬ 
destrians. 

Diana Garrod, of Haver¬ 
hill Chiropractic Centre in 
Withersfield Road, claimed 
that council contractors do¬ 
ing work on nearby Haver¬ 
hill House had been driv¬ 
ing trucks into the car park 
causing the drain to sink. 

She said: “The builders 
have put a great big metal 
plate over it. It rattles like 
crazy and wakes everybody 
up. Residents here are so 
frustrated.” 

She said the problem had 
been going on for about 
three months.

Tanya Andrews, who 
works at Advantage Win¬ 
dows next to the driveway, 
said: “It’s dangerous, the un¬ 
even ground.” 

She uses the car park as 
she drives to work, and said 
the metal plate had caused 
problems for her as a motor¬ 
ist. She said that the sunken 
drain was dangerous for pe¬ 
destrians walking in and out 
of the car park. 

Both she and Mrs Gar- 
rod pointed out that the 
problem had not been fixed 
despite the fact that St Ed- 
mundsbury Borough Coun¬ 
cil introduced charges to use 
the car park earlier this year. 

They said this should 
mean the council took re¬ 
sponsibility for maintaining 
the driveway. 

But a spokesperson for St 
Edmundsbury - which does 
own the car park itself - said 


it did not know who owned 
the driveway. 

He said: “We don’t own the 
road, it’s not adopted and 
we are trying to establish 
who the legal owner is so 
that they will carry out the 
necessary repairs.” 

Mrs Garrod said that she 
had complained to Suffolk 
County Council, which is 
the highways authority. 

But a spokesperson for 
Suffolk County Council 
said that repairing the drive¬ 
way was not a matter for Suf¬ 
folk Highways as it was a pri¬ 
vate road. 

He said the council had 
received a report of a rattling 
drain cover, which it had 
passed on to Anglian Water. 

A spokesperson for An¬ 
glian Water said that its lo¬ 
cal technicians would be 
inspecting the site over the 
coming week.

Primary school is given 
green light for expansion

A PRIMARY school is celebrating 
after winning permission to build a 
new education block ready for next 
year. 

The extension will mean Cle¬ 
ments Community Primary School 
will be able to accommodate 420 
pupils - up from its current 297. 

School bursar Lyn Kiernan told 
the News that contractors were set 
to be on site in January with the 
first classrooms in use at the start 
of the 2017/18 school year. 

She said the school would gradu¬ 
ally expand year-on-year until it 
reached capacity at 420 pupils. She 
said this may involve hiring more 
staff. 

The new building is set to com¬ 
prise four classrooms, and a class¬ 
room inside the current building, 
which opened in 2011, is set to be 
expanded. 

The block - which is set to be 
used by pupils in Years Five and 
Six - will also include a group room 
and a plant room. 

Mrs Kiernan said: “Haverhill 


is just expanding in a huge way. 
Haverhill is just growing, and the 
children need to go to school.” 

She added that staff and students 
at Clements Primary were “very ex¬ 


cited” about the new block. 

The project is being funded by 
Suffolk County Council to ensure 
that parents are able to secure a 
school place close to their home 


address. 

Coupals Primary Academy in 
Chalkstone Way is also set to be 
expanded in a £1.6million project 
that will almost double its size.

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WHEN TO BUY? 

Christmas trees are usually cut in the 
fields around the same time in late 
October/November, so the sooner they 
are taken home the sooner you can 
start to care for them properly. Beware, 
however, buying them too early or you 
might be left with nothing but bare 
branches by the big week. On the other 
hand you don’t want to leave it so late 
that the best-shaped trees have been 
snapped up, and the ones left over have 
been stored for a prolonged period out of 
water, which means they may not last as 
long. 

WHAT SORT OF TREE? 

The classic tree of choice is the Norway 
Spruce, with its evocative pine scent 
amd traditional pyramid shape, although 
the Blue Spruce is a popular alternative. 

If you’d like a tree that doesn’t shed its 
needles so fast, a Nordmann Fir is a great 
option - their ability to hold on to their 
needles right up to Christmas suits them 
to more minimalist-style homes. 


Whatever its variety, the colour of the 
needles should be a dark green rather 
than washed-out and pale, and the tree 
should be evenly proportioned: not too 
dense at the bottom nor too sparse at 
the top, and no big gaps in between the 
branches. Also choose one that isn’t pre¬ 
wrapped in netting so you can get a better 
idea of its shape. 

CUT TREE OR POT-GROWN? 
Trees should be newly cut when you 
purchase them, however you can’t always 
guarantee this so one way to give your 
tree a boost is to keep it outside in a 
bucket of water for a day or two, after 
sawing an inch off the bottom of the trunk 
to improve its water uptake. As cut trees 
are the same as cut flowers, don’t forget 
to water them - roughly one to two litres 
per day. 

As for container-grown trees, after 
Christmas they can be re-potted or 
planted outside so you can enjoy it again 
for next year, although they’re unlikely 
to last much longer than that, and that’s 


provided you’ve enough space in your 
garden! 

GENERAL TREE TIPS: 

★ Think about where you have room to 
place the tree before buying one. If the 
only suitable spot is next to a heater for 
example, you might need a smaller tree to 
fit into a more suitable area. 


★ If you’ve any glass ornament 
decorations, keep them higher on the tree 
to prevent children or pets knocking them 
off and breaking them. 

★ When Christmas is over dispose of 
your tree responsibly. You could even 
chop it up into small pieces to put straight 
into your compost heap for the new year. 



★ For the healthiest and 
freshest tree, patronise an 
established tree farm or 
somewhere that brings in trees 
from local farms. 


★ Ideally use LED lights to 
decorate the tree, as they emit 
less heat and are better for 
the environment. 


★ Try to reign in your enthusiasm 
and don’t go too overboard on 
height. Keep in mind that the 
stand can add six inches in 
height, not to mention the star 
or fairy at the top.

Although it’s only been around since 2014, 
this limited-edition brew has become a festive 
favourite for beer lovers around the country. 
With orange and mixed peels offsetting the 
Cascade and Goldings hops, it’s an exceptional 
after-dinner drop. 

Beavertown - Smog Bocket (5.4%) 
This hearty porter from the fashionable 
London microbrewery uses nine different 
malts, including a good hit of smoked 
‘Rauchmaltz’ from Germany. The resulting 
flavour, with hints of molasses and caramel, 
pairs the beer well with rich desserts. 

Cheddar Ales - Festive Totty (4.7%) 
Available as a seasonal only in November and 
December, this ale will leave you yearning for it 
in the ensuing months thanks in no small part 
to the ruby port used in its brewing, which 
delivers a cockle-warming glow every time. 

Harvey’s - Christmas Ale (7.5%) 

This complex brew, with strong malt and 
chestnut flavours, is more a dark barley wine 
recalling the robust ‘stock ales’ drunk during 
the eighteenth and nineteenth centuries, and 
should be treated with respect it deserves. 


Ilkley Brewery - 
Mary Christmas (4.7%)

TRAIN TICKETS 
NOW TO SAVE CASH 


Rail passengers planning to travel 
over the Christmas period are 
being urged to buy tickets now to 
save money. 

A number of train operators are selling 
cheaper advanced tickets, which are quota- 
controlled so can quickly sell out. 

Europe’s leading independent train ticket 
retailer, Trainline (thetrainline.com), 
revealed that its customers saved £21.8 
million last year by purchasing advance 
return tickets for travel between December 
16-31 rather than buying tickets on the day 
of travel, excluding booking fees. 

A survey of 2,000 British adults 
commissioned by the company found that 
expense is a source of frustration over the 


festive period for 39% of people, followed 
by family arguments (22%) and traffic jams 
( 21 %). 

More than half (53%) of people prefer 
to travel by train over Christmas as they 
find it relaxing, while 40% want to avoid 
congestion on the roads. Almost one in 
four (24%) enjoy the option of catching up 
on sleep during the journey home, while 
19% want the option of checking social 
media.

CATERHAM has launched its first 
car personalisation programme, 
marking the event by creating an 
exclusive Seven designed by the 
famous department store, Harrods.

DRIVERLESS cars have been 
wheeled out for their first public 
trial in the UK successfully 
navigating a roaming dog and a 
distracted Pokemon Go player. 

The autonomous electric vehicles 
were driven on the pedestrianised 
streets of Milton Keynes in tests 
which will pave the way for them to 
operate on to UK roads. 

The two-seater test pod 
completed one-mile loops of Milton 
Keynes' pavements without a driver 
at the helm. Instead a technician sat 
behind the wheel in the event of an 
error. 

Professor Paul Newman, from 
the Oxford Robotics Institute at 
Oxford University, which developed 
the vehicle's "brain", said the 
demonstration showed how 
automation can improve safety. 

The father-of-two said: "We've 
had someone walking along playing 
Pokemon Go go in front of it. 

"The vehicle sees them then 
the vehicle stops and they didn't 
even see it. The vehicle doesn't get 
distracted. 

"There are lots of mistakes these 
vehicles don't make - the four-year- 
old screaming in the back set - it 
doesn't get distracted. 

"I think absolutely there are 
safety improvements. That's not 
surprising because technology 
makes improvements." 

The car's computer senses its 


surroundings using cameras and 
Lidar, a system similar to radar but 
using light from a laser. 

They can then perform 20-30 
calculations per second in an effort 
to decide the best course of action, 
Prof Newman added. 


He said: "Somebody decided to 
hop in front of it, trying to have a 
bit of fun. Our safety driver hit the 
break but the vehicle was ahead of 
him - the pedal had been put down 
already." 

The Society of Motor 


public trial 

Manufacturers and Traders' 
communications director, Tamzen 
Isacsson, celebrated the trial. 

She added: "This technology 
represents a huge opportunity 
for the UK with the potential to 
generate up to £51 billion per 
year by 2030 for our economy and 
prevent more than 25,000 serious 
accidents." 

The vehicle, which is similar to 
a Smart car in appearance, is a 
test pod owned by Oxbotica, an 
offshoot company of the Oxford 
University. 

It operates at speeds of up to 
15mph without human assistance 
and follows routes from virtual 
maps without the aid of GPS, which 
is vulnerable to signal blackouts 
and interference. 

Transport Systems Catapult (TSC), 
the not-for-profit research centre 
running the three-day trial near 
the Buckinghamshire town's train 
station, hailed the trial a "success". 

Neil Fulton, programme director 
at TSC, said: "Driverless vehicles 
are coming to Britain and what we 
have demonstrated today is a huge 
step on that journey." 

The test will feed into the 
Government-backed UK Autodrive 
project, which aims to promote 
advances in the field by getting 
fleets of driverless pods onto the 
pavements of Milton Keynes and 
Coventry in 2018. 


Post-Brexit investment decisions 
-15 new models ’hang by thread’ 


I NVESTMENT decisions on 
15 new car models in the UK 
are "hanging by a thread" as 
industry waits for the outcome of 
Brexit negotiations, a report warns. 

Unite said hundreds of 
thousands of automotive and 
manufacturing jobs would be 
at risk unless the Government 
secures tariff free access to the 
European single market. 

A study by the union said key 
investment decisions were due 
over the next two years on new 
car models ranging from the 
Honda Civic to the Range Rover 
Sport.

Student rise in 
car mobile use 



AN alarming number of university 
students have admitted to using their 
mobile phones while behind the wheel, 
as well as speeding and drink-driving. 

According to a survey of 2,313 young 
Europeans commissioned by Ford, 43 
per cent said they had sent texts while 
driving, while 38 per cent used apps 
and 36 per cent answered phone calls. 

An additional 60 per cent said they 
break the speed limit, while 13 per 
cent had admitted to drink-driving. 

Comparatively, of those who left 
school at 18, 45 per cent said they 
speed, 9 per cent admitted to drink¬ 
driving and 41 per cent claimed to use 
their phone behind the wheel. 

These findings come in light of 
earlier research from the World Health 
Organisation and the European Road 
Safety Observatory that found car 
crashes are the leading cause of death 
among young people. 

Jim Graham at Ford Driving Skills for 
Life said: "It is crucial students, and 
all young people, to understand the 
terrible consequences."

Impressive Rovers 
enjoy cup triumph
